Weekly Coal Production 


Highlights 


Production of bituminous coal and lignite in the week ended Janxoary 28, 
1984, as estimated by the Energy Information Administration, was 

16.784.000 short tons. This was an increase of 1,711,000 short tons, or 
11.4 percent from production in the previous week. Production in the 
corresponding week of 1983 was 14,705,000 short tons. Bituminous coal and 
lignite production from. January 1 through January 28, 1984 totaled 

61.450.000 short tons, 3.7 percent above production in the same period of 
1983. 

Production of Pennsylvania anthracite in the week ended January 28, 1984, 
as estimated by the Energy Information Administration, was 84,000 short 
tons, an increase of 9,000 short tons or 12.0 percent from production in 
the previous week. Production in the corresponding week of 1983 was 

59.000 short tons. Anthracite production from January 1 through January 
28, 1984 totaled 307,000 short tons, 24.8 percent above production in the 
same period of 1983.
